Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states the combination of references 
would be inoperative and does not teach the combination of two conical couplings. However, it is the Examiner's position that Ficat 
discloses two coupling means with the first being of a conical-type seen in Fig. 9 and then the second coupling is a "seating" for pin 
means. However, as mentioned in the final rejection Ficat did not disclose the second coupling being "conical" or a taper fit. As also 
mentioned in the rejection, Townley discloses an alternative coupling means using a taper or conical fit. Conical or taper fit connections 
are well known in the art and would be an obvious expedient. Thus the arguments are not persuasive . 
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
